The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendment to paragraph [0047] hereinabove overcomes the 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, rejection. 
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The 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejection is rescinded since the claimed 
"substantially non-gelled" language clearly indicates to any person skilled in the art that 
the reaction between polymers A and B proceeds up to the point of curing. 

Independent claim 22 limited to a powder coating overcomes the applied prior art 
which are not directed thereto. There is no motivation to prepare the formulations of the 
applied prior art in the form of the claimed powder coating. 

Shay et al. and McGinness et al. disclose ungelled powder coatings derived from 
functional groups-containing acrylic polymers and reactive polymers. The claimed 
combination of polymers as a reaction product is not recited, nor is there any incentive 
to prereact the polymers of the references.
